to meet future needs. 

“It has achieved this through close alignment 
of the force’s financial and workforce planning, 
which has, for example, increased the force’s 
capacity to investigate child abuse and serious 
sexual offences.

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Seaton Heights development 
could be back on the cards 


THERE is renewed optimism 
that the Seaton Heights up¬ 
market resort could be built 
after all. 

Plans for a hotel, holiday 
homes, a restaurant and spa 
seemed to have died when 
Lyme Bay Leisure put the site 
up for auction earlier this 
year, having failed to find in¬ 
vestors. 

The auction was held on 
March 24th, but the former 
motel site failed to reach its 
guide price of £2.5-£3million. 

Lyme Bay Leisure has since 
put renewed efforts into reviv¬ 
ing the plans. 

Company chairman David 
Sullivan has confirmed that 
investors have been found, 
but stressed nothing has been 
decided. 

On Wednesday, April 19th, 
he told Putman’s View From 
Seaton & Colyton: “Nothing is 
certain yet, but we are un¬ 
likely to sell the site through 
auction as the site didn’t 
reach its reserve price. 

“Therefore, we are pressing 
on and we have funding in 
place to complete the project, 
but there are many challenges 
ahead still.” 

Mr Sullivan was unable to 
say more, but hopes to be able 
to give a more detailed update 
in the next few weeks. 

The project, which the com-

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pany says will bring 40 jobs 
when completed, has suffered 
a number of setbacks and de¬ 
lays. 

The original planning appli¬ 
cation had to be revised and 
East Devon District Council 
(EDDC) then refused planning 
permission after Natural Eng¬ 
land said a bat assessment 
was required. 

Lyme Bay Leisure said the 
request came out of the blue 
and posed a threat to the 
whole project. 

The subsequent delay was 
costly but planning permis¬ 
sion was eventually granted 


after MP Neil Parish facili¬ 
tated a meeting for those in¬ 
volved. 

The coast seemed clear when 
the company announced in 
March last year that contrac¬ 
tors had been hired and that 
the first phase of work was 
about to start. 

But this did not happen, 
Lyme Bay Leisure saying it 
was in negotiations with 
EDDC to make the scheme 
commercially viable. 

As the site and its derelict 
buildings stood idle, it became 
a popular hangout for youths 
and subsequent vandalism. 

The decision was then made 
to put the site up for auction, 
but there was no buyer.

Former councillor Margaret Rogers dies 


A LONG-serving former cou¬ 
ncillor for the Seaton area has 
died, writes DAVID JOHNSON. 

Margaret Alison Rogers (nee 
McWilliam) died in Harrogate, 
North Yorkshire on April 9th, 
aged 87, of congestive car¬ 
diac failure, a progressive 
condition that she fought 
with her customary tenacity. 

She was born in New 
Malden, Surrey, on April 20th 
1929, the fourth child in a 
family of five. 

Alderman Mrs Rogers 
began her career in London, 
working first as a teacher, 
then training teachers. 

She spent several holidays 
in Branscombe from since 
she was a young child, and 
eventually retired there in 
1975. 

Her retirement proved to be 
an active one as Margaret 
and her husband Noel joined 
the East Devon Liberal Party 
and its successor, the Liberal 
Democrats. 

Both went on to become 
candidates and local council¬ 
lors. 

Margaret was elected to 
Devon County Council from 
1985 until 1989, and then 
again from 1993 for the 
Seaton Rural Division, serving 
until 2009. 

As a county councillor, she 
served on numerous commit¬ 
tees and outside bodies in¬ 
cluding the Executive, Educ¬ 
ation, Environment, Standa¬ 
rds, Commercial and Regula¬ 
tory and Public Rights of Way 
Committees and the Com-

munity Services Scrutiny 
Committee. 

She represented the coun¬ 
cil on the Court of the Univer¬ 
sity of Exeter, the Devon Sea 
Fisheries Committee and the 
National Association of Areas 
of Outstanding Natural Bea¬ 
uty. 

She was chairman of the 
council from 1998 to 1999. 

At various times, she also 
chaired the Education Com¬ 
mittee and Community Ser¬ 
vices Scrutiny Committee 
and also sat as an Executive 
Member for the Environment. 

Margaret was first elected 
to East Devon District Council 
in 1982. 

She served for four years 
and was re-elected in 1995 
and served as Seaton Ward 
Member until her resignation 
in 2010 - a total of 19 years. 



She served on a range of 
district council committees 
including the Policy, Tourism 
and Transportation, Ameni¬ 
ties and Scrutiny Committees 
and was a member of the Ex¬ 
ecutive Board from 2003- 
2005. 

During her time on EDDC, 
Margaret was particularly ac¬ 
tive in promoting Seaton and 
sustainability issues. 

She was committed to serv¬ 
ing the local area and was 
held in high regard by the 
community she served at 
both district and county lev¬ 
els. 

She often spoke up for the 
most vulnerable in society 
and was not afraid to debate 
controversial issues or chal¬ 
lenge the status quo. 

Once she ceased to be a 
local councillor both councils 
conferred upon her the title 
of Honorary Alderman, a po¬ 
sition for former councillors 
who had rendered eminent 
service to the council. 

In her later years, following 
her husband's death, Mrs 
Rogers moved to Harrogate 
in North Yorkshire to be near 
her daughter's family, though 
she never completely cut ties 
with East Devon and retained 
a special affection for Seaton 
and Branscombe. 

She is survived by her chil¬ 
dren Alison Johnson (nee 
Rogers), Nicholas Rogers, her 
son-in-law David Johnson 
and grandson Matthew John¬ 
son (known professionally as 
Matthew Coulton). 
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Recycling changes 


KEY information about im¬ 
provements to East Devon Dis¬ 
trict Council’s (EDDC) 
household recycling and waste 
collection service is in the post. 

Cardboard, plastics, cartons 
and small electrical items will 
be added to weekly recycling col¬ 
lections whilst the grey, wheeled 
waste bins are to be collected 
every three weeks.

These will be delivered by the 
council’s contractors, SUEZ, in 
May or June. 

Some properties, such as flats, 
may receive an additional recy¬ 
cling box instead of a sack, 
where storage is a problem. 

EDDC leader Cllr Paul Diviani 
said: “We are delighted with how 
well the service is operating in 
Exmouth [a pilot area] and it’s 
now the right time for the rest of 
our residents in the district to be 
able to recycle more items. 

“The council is determined to 
offer residents a more sustain¬ 
able method of recycling and 
waste collection that benefits the 
environment, helps our resi¬ 
dents do the right thing by recy¬ 
cling more and is financially 
sustainable.” 

The council has already 
started a series of information 
roadshows. 

Forthcoming ones will be held 
on Friday April 28th at Honiton 


Tesco from 10am to 2pm, 
Wednesday May 3rd at Seaton 
Library from 9.30am to 12.30pm, 
in Feniton [location and time 
tba] on Wednesday May 10th and 
in Budleigh Salterton Library 
on Thursday May 11th from 
9.30am to 12.30pm. 

Further events are also being 
organised. 

Cllr Diviani added: “We are 
here to help our residents 
through these changes and we 
will have a dedicated team of of¬ 
ficers who will be out on the 
streets of our district giving ad¬ 
vice and assisting wherever 
they can when the service be¬ 
gins.”

‘Life or death’ struggle for the NHS 


What about speeding in Axminster? 


■ AN OPEN LETTER TO TIVERTON & 
HONITON MP NEIL PARISH: I am very 
much in favour of a common front to resist cuts 
in local NHS hospital beds. 

I agree that the consultation has been a sham, 
though given the huge scale of the cuts imposed 
by secretive Sustainabilty and Transformation 
plans supported by the Secretary of State - es¬ 
timated at £540million in Devon - how could it 
be otherwise? 

I agree that the case for cutting local medical 
beds has not been made especially since there 
is also a major crisis in social care. 

The Institute for Fiscal Studies reports that 
spending has fallen by 11 per cent since your 
government took office. 

Thus we have the making of a ‘double wham¬ 
my’ for those needing care in local hospitals 
or at home. 

It is hardly surprising that many feel we can 
no longer trust those who claim to be acting in 
our interests and do not believe the promises 
made. 

This was clear as you tried to speak at the Red 
Line protest at Honiton hospital. Frankly, like 
many others, I found your remarks less than 
convincing given your loyal support for the 
government, NHS and Social Care Act, and cre¬ 
ation of CCGs and privatisation. 

According to the BMA, Kings Fund, etc, the 
government requires £22billion savings/reduc¬ 
tions in funding by 2020-21. 

Incredibly you suggested the bed cuts are not 
a matter of politics but are due to decsions by 
civil servants or ‘bureaucrats’. 

You must know that civil servants are an¬ 
swerable to policy makers. At very least your 


claim suggests the government has created a 
monster it cannot control. 

At a recent meeting of Honiton Senior Voice 
we heard this same mantra blaming civil ser¬ 
vants put forward by Cllr Phil Twiss of EDDC. 

You also mentioned once again that you had 
appealed to the Secretary of State. 

Why would you do this if you truly believe 
these cuts are not a result of political deci¬ 
sions? 

Many people have spotted the obvious contra¬ 
dictions in the position on NHS cuts adopted by 
you and others of your party at national and 
local level which are clearly causing difficul¬ 
ties for you and many of your council col¬ 
leagues. 

Might I suggest a way forward by taking four 
steps to ensure better transparency and ac¬ 
countability: 

1. You speak up in Parliament quite 
clearly rejecting these cuts; 

2. You vote against the government as 
a matter of conscience and to serve 
your constituents; 

3. You arrange a further meeting with 
the Secretary of State to be attended 
by representatives of local authorities, 
Support Our Hospital, League of Friends, etc; 

4. You then convene a public meeting 
to report back and are guided by the 
response of the communities you serve. 

In my view we are entering a life or death 
struggle for the NHS we helped to build. As the 
great architect of the NHS Aneurin Bevan 
said, the NHS will only last if we fight for it.

A CHARITY walker’s medical expertise 
came into good use when faced with a dis¬ 
tressed sheep struggling to give birth. 

Musbury resident Dr Nigel Starey is in the 
process of walking the South West Coast 
Path in aid of Great Ormond Street Hospital 
Children’s Charity and Hospice UK. 

The 630-mile walk will be done in phases, 
and Mr Starey hopes to have completed it by 
August. 

He had the month of March off work and 


covered the stretch from Minehead to Fowey 
during that time. 

He has reached and passed the halfway 
mark and, because of work, will do the rest 
as day trips. 

Dr Starey is originally from High Wyco¬ 
mbe and worked as a family doctor in Essex, 
Derbyshire and Aberdeenshire. 

He retired to Musbury in 2010 but has since 
worked for the local out-of-hours health ser¬ 
vice and as a locum in medical practices

Dr Starey said about his walking adven¬ 
ture: “This was supposed to be the bridge 
into retirement, and that is still an element, 
but it was delayed by a few months because 
of a contract extension.” 

He decided to undertake the walk in Octo¬ 
ber last year and said: “I have had a wonder¬ 
ful life as a doctor - and want to give 
something back.” 

When asked why Great Ormond Street Hos¬ 
pital was one of his chosen causes, he said: 
“Because two of us Stareys owe our life to 
them.” 

He explained that his daughter suffered se¬ 
vere pneumonia at the age of five, and that 
the hospital saved 


“It was miles from anywhere with no farm¬ 
house in sight, so I just made sure they were 
alright.” 

Most of the walk is undertaken on his own, 
although friends and random walkers have 
joined him for parts of it. 

He said: “I’m more sociable with walkers 
than I normally would be.” 

With quite a few miles left to cover, he is 
still looking for company, and added: “I’d 
welcome company - possibly to discuss 
life and the future of the primary care sec¬ 
tor, and I’d like to raise some money for 
charity.”

WHAT TO DO THIS WEEK: 


by Hannah Stephenson, Press Association 


• Sow fast-maturing and late- 
flowering annuals directly into 
their flowering position. 

• Move overwintered hardy an¬ 
nuals to their final flowering 
position. 

• Water and feed plants in the 
greenhouse regularly. 

• Feed seedlings and young 
plants which are growing 
poorly or have pale, yellowing 
foliage. 

• Take leaf cuttings from plants 
with thick, fleshy leaves in¬ 
cluding African violets and 
sedum. 

• If you haven't yet done so, 
cover calabrese and cauliflow¬ 
ers with fleece or fine mesh to 
keep the pests out. 

• Remove blanket weed from 
the pond to let oxygen in. 


• Sow tender crops under 
cover including climbing 
French and runner beans, 
courgettes and sweetcorn. 

• Remove the top couple of 
inches of compost in estab¬ 
lished permanent container 
plantings and refresh the pot 
with fresh compost. 

• Feed newly-planted hedges.

Choral Society concert to feature 
two twentieth century pieces 


MEMBERS of the Axmin- 
ster and District Choral So¬ 
ciety are excited at the 
prospect of performing two 
choral works from the 20th 
century at their forthcom¬ 
ing concert on April 29th. 

John Rutter’s Gloria was 
composed in 1974 and is well 
established in the choral 
repertoire. It is in three 
movements, which corre¬ 
spond roughly to traditional 
symphonic structure. The 
accompaniment of brass en¬ 
semble with timpani, per¬ 
cussion and organ makes a 
joyful noise in the outer 
movements, but is used 
more softly and introspec- 
tively in the middle move¬ 
ment. Rutter’s range of 
influences spans both classi¬ 
cal and popular traditions. 
Rutter has said: 

“We can all learn from 
each other. I listen to all 
sorts of music - not just 
choral. -I pick up 
sounds and ideas from 
many parts of the 
world. The wonderful 
thing about choirs 
around the world is 
that they don’t all 
sound alike, because 
singing is related to 
speech and, for exam¬ 
ple, Russian choirs 
don’t sound like 
Swedish or Cuban or 
South African choirs. 

Long live the differ¬ 
ences.” 

The Gloria will be 
conducted by Director 
of Music Peter Par- 
shall and the soloist 
will be Harriet Mount- 
ford, who is welcomed 
back after her fine 
performance in the 
autumn concert 
“Alexander’s Feast.” 

A first class honours 
graduate from York 
University, Harriet 
lives in Berkshire with 
her husband, John, 
where she enjoys a 
varied career of orato¬ 
rio, recital and con¬ 
sort singing, alongside 
her teaching commit¬ 
ment at The Abbey Ju¬ 
nior School in 
Reading.
